of tile great Pacific war. 
The tight, w hich Chili has already 
made known she will put up will 
have two phases. First of all, Chili 
has challenged the 
right 
of 
the 
League even to put the question on 
the program for discussion. 
Secondly, should 
the 
Assembly 
decide that th.* President 
and 
the 
Secretariat were right in 
placing 
tim item on the agenda, 
Chili 
will 
then attack the competency of 
the 
League to revise such a treaty as 
that of 1904. 


At the time Bolivia first, apealed 
to the League' last 
November, her 
action was combined with that of 
Peru, which demanded 
equally 
a 
revision of her 
1883 
treaty 
with 
Chili. Both 
treaties 
marked 
the 
('lose of the same w ar 
with 
Chili, 
hut the treaty with Bolivia was on­ 
ly finally concluded twenty one years 
after the end of hostilities and 
the 
signing of the treaty with Peru. 
For the time, at least, 
Peru has 
withdrawn her 
request 
that 
the 
League t ike up the famous 
Tacna- 
Ariea affair, which would be 
in­ 
volved in a revision of 
the treaty. 
As a consequence the request of Bo­ 
livia, which was only put on 
the 
agenda of the coming assembly over 
(he formal protest of Chili, stands 
fo r flu* moment alone. 
In Bolivia’s original request that 
the League revise 
flu* 
treaty, 
(he 
following justifications were given: 
F irs t: That the treaty was 
im ­ 
posed by force. 
Second: 
That 
through 
Chili’s 
fault 
certain fundamental 
a r t i c l e s 
of the treaty were never fulfilled. 
Third: T hat the existing state of 
alfa irs involves a permanent menace 
of war. 
Fourth: That as a result 
of 
the 
treaty, Bolivia is shut off 
from all 
access to the sea., 
To each of these four allegations. 
Chili has filed with the Teague flat 
denials. 
In resonse to the tilts, she 
points 
out that the tre a t\ 
was 
concluded 
onlv 
twenty-one 
years 
after 
the 


close of hostilities 
and 
that 
no 
pressure whatsoever was brought to 
bear upon Bolivia. 
To the second charge, she has re­ 
plied that Chili has carried out 
all 
obligations under the treaty. 
To the third charge, Chili 
replies 
that since 
1883 
she 
has 
never 
dreamed of going to w ar with Boli­ 
via. 
Finally, to the fourth charge, Chi­ 
li has replied that 
Bolivia 
spon­ 
taneously surrendered the territory 
between the original northern boun­ 
dary of Chili and the

Tarapaea, th at Chili has repeatedly 
offered Bolivia access to

sea; 
that for this purpose she has 
al­ 
ready constructed at her own

pense the railway

purposes, and for tile recovery 
of 
stolen automobiles and the appre­ 
hension of thieves! 
Each 
container 
costs the state only ten cents so that 
forty 
cents out of the fifty ce n ts 
paid for the container will be used in 
assisting owners in recovering stolen 
ears and apprehending 
automobile 
thieves. 
All stolen cars should In* 
reported 
promptly to Ed Jackson, 
Secretary of State, as lists of 
such 
ears are sent every few days to all 
police officers in the state and to the 
license 
departments in surrounding 
states, also to dealers and garages. 
This law 
conferred 
state police 
powers upon the secretary of 
State 
and gave him authority to appoint 
deputy motor vehicle police. Fifteen 
motor vehicle police 
officers 
have 
been appointed, one from each Con­ 
gressional district and two-at-large.

Geneva (By 
Mail)—The 
thorny 
question of mandates 
over 
Germ­ 
any’s tonner polonies 
will 
in 
all 
probability be definitely settled dur­ 
ing: the second general assembly 
of 
the League of Nations, which con­ 
venes here on September 5. 
Unless unforseen obstacles a/rise, 
the Council of the League 
will 
be 
able to submit to the assembly the 
final terms of the mandates 
under 
which England will administer Pal­ 
estine and Mesopotamia and Prance 
Syria and Lebanon. Mandates 
will 
similarly be approved 
and 
banded 
over to England, France and 
Bel­ 
gium for the administration of 
the 
former German colonies in Africa. 
In the meantime, 
German 
West 
Africa and all of the former German 
islands in the Pacific, both 
north 
and south of the Equator 
are 
al­ 
ready being administered under the 
terms of che mandates approved by 
the council and assembly last 
De­ 
cember by the Union of South Af­ 
rica, Australia, New Zealand, Eng­ 
land and .Japan—with but one 
ex­ 
ception. 
This one exception is the Japan­ 
ese mandate over the island of Yup 
against which the United States has 
protested. 
As a matter of 
fact, 
practically 
all of tin* delay in tile approving of 
the terms of the mandates has been 
due to the American protest against 
the Yap mandate and 
the 
Franeo- 
British oil agreement in 
Syria and 
Mesopotamia. 
As a consequence, while 
waiting 
for the mandates to be actually g i\- 
en them, all of the 
Allied 
powers 
who are 
to 
adminitser 
mandated 
territories are being obliged to hold 
down the latter by what is virtual­ 
ly a military regime 
and 
dictator­ 
ship. This has resulted 
in 
several 
revolutions and near-revolutions of 
the native {copulations, who are cla­ 
moring the mandate administrations 
promised them under the 
Treaties 
of Versailles and Severs instead of 
the French and English troops now 
governing them. 
The result has been to make the 
question of mandates 
one of 
tho 
most urgent importance. 
Owing to the refusal of the Uni­ 
ted States to accept the approval of 
any mandates which do not provide 
fop equal commercial rights 
in 
the 
mandated territories for 
all of the 
allies 
and 
of 
the 
Anglo-French 
agreement to split up the oil 
pro­ 
duction of Mesopotamia, and 
Syria 
between them, the final drawing up 
of the terms of the mandates by the 
League council has been delayed. 
The council last June notified all 
of the allies and the United 
States 
that the mandates could not be ap ­ 
proved until the allies should get to­ 
gether with the United States on tin 
details, As a result, direct negotia­ 
tions were inimediatly entered 
into 
between England, France 
and 
the 
United States. It is expected that a 
full agreement will be 
reached by 
them so that when the League coun­ 
cil meets at Geneva on September I, 
ti vc days preceding the opening of 
the League’s second general asse rn 
lily, it will then he possible to 
ap­ 
prove the terms of the mandates. 
These will then be submitted to 
the assembly and finally given over 
to the mandate powers, so that they 
can begin at once the 
administra­ 
tion of the 
territories 
under 
the 
mandate system. 
Each country holding a mandate 
will be required to report yearly to 
a commission on 
the 
manner 
in 
which it is carrying out its 
man­ 
dates, and this commission in turn 
will advise the League on the man­ 
ner in which it is carrying out 
its 
mandates, and this 
commission 
in 
turn will advise the League on 
the 
manner in which tile territories 
arc 
being administered.
